Electoral Plan May Go 


Important members of Congress 


'privately predjct passage of the Nor- 
ris resolution abolishing the electoral 
college at this session. A subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Judiciary committee 
has reported favorably and the meas- 
ure will come bsfore the full com- 
mittee and almost certainly come to 
the Senate for a vote. 


The resolution would submit a con- 


stUwtipijal amendment to the states 
whereby the electorate would vote di- 
rectly for presidential and vice presi- 
dential candidates instead of for a 
long list of pledged electors. 


A voter could vote for the presi- 


dential candidate of one party and 
the vice presidential candidate of an- 
other if he chose. 


The most important effect would be 


to make independent presidential can- 
didates practicable. An independent 
candidate now must organize in every 
congressional district to get his elec- 
tors on the ballot. 


The resolution as now framed v/ould 


credit candidates witr their entire 
popular vote when the count was 
made here. (A candidate who ran 
second with 1,000,000 votes in New 
York, for instance would have them 
credited against his opponent's pos- 
sible 2,000,000, whereas the latter un- 
der the present system receives the 
state's entire electoral vote.) 


This feature would make it impos- 


sible for a candidate to win while re- 
ceiving fewer votes than his opponent. 


But there will be a dispute in the 


.Judiciary committee on that point and 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, the auth- 
or, is willing to compromise it.

a night to make $4 a week. That 
kind of house dress used to sell for 
$1, but dropped to two for 49 cents. 
Neither maker, wholesaler, nor re- 
tnller profited. Five manufactur- 
ers were ruining the industry.

chopping, mouth of Black 
river 
to 


Shreveport, $10,000; engineering and 
contingencies. $8,000. 


For the Ouachlta 


On the Ouachita and Black rivers, 


S100.000 suggested would be used for: 
chopping. $8.000; engineering and con- 
tingents. $8.500.

The allotment of ?7,500 suggested 


for the Arkansas river would be used 
for maintenance, as would the sum of 
$3.500 asked for the current river. 


On the White river, distribution of 


the S140.000 suggested would be: snag- 
ging, $22.000; care and repair of snag- 
ging plant, $9.500; dredging between 
the mouth of the river and Newport, 
Ark. 


The amounts asked for the Black, 


St. Francis and L'Anguille rivers and 
Blackfish bayou would be used for 
snagging operations and for care and 
repair of the snagging equipment.

25 Millions' Total 


WASHINGTON.- (JP) -Appropria- 


tion of $25,000,000 for river and harbor 
work and $13,180,000 for flood control 
during the next fiscal year was rcc'- 
ommcnded to congress Wednesday by 
Major General Lytlc Brown, former 
chief of army engineers. 


Since succeeded by Major General 


Edward M. Mnrkham, the former en- 
gineer chief in his annual report rec- 
ommended expenditures of less than 
one-third Ihe total of $11G,58C.)9S.51 
spent In the last year. 


Many new undertakings, however, 


have been provided for under the 
Public-works program. A 
total of 


$1!)2.377,80S for new work on rivers 
and harbors and for flood control was 
allotted under the Public Works pro- 
gram up to October 15 last. 


At the beginning of the fiscal year, 


July 1 next, it was estimated by Gen- 
eral Brown ther ewill be unobligat- 
ed balance of $5.940,414, which, with 
the $25,000,000 requested, would pro- 
vide $30,940.412 for maintenance and 
eyisting contract work. 


For flood control, tho Mississippi 


river and its tributaries, under Ihe 
Mississippi River Commission, requires 
$12,335.000. 


Th'e Mississippi river from South- 


west Pass to Minneapolis, not includ- 
ing flood control, requires $2,959,000 
including Southwest Pass, 
$439,000; 


New Orleans to Baton Rouge $20,000; 
Ohio river to Illinois river 51.500,000, 
Illinois river to Minneapolis $1,000,000. 
General Brown said active operations 
were in progress on 346 project;; dur- 
ing the year ending June 30 last, re- 
quiring a total of $116,586,396. Work 
done by contract amounted to 56.9 
per cent, the remaining 43,1 per cent 
being performed by government plant 
and hired labor. 


Opening of the 9-foot waterway 


connecting the great lakes at Chicago 
with the Mississippi river was report- 
ed by General Brown. 


'Excellent progress was made on 


the improvement of the inland-water- 
way system, on the connecting chan- 
nels of the great lake, on the improve- 
ment of seacoast harbors, and on the 
intra-coastal waterway systems," he 
said. 


Water-borne commerce for the cal- 


endar year 1932 was reported to have 
totaled 342,488,723 tons, having a re- 
ported value of $10,910,429,345.
